THERE  is  no  substitute  for  the 
home.  Its  foundation  is  as 
ancient  as  the  world,  and  its 
mission  has  been  ordained  of  God 
from  the  earliest  times. 

From  Abraham  spring  two 
ancient  races  represented  in  Isaac 
and  Ishmael.  The  one  built  stable 
homes  and  praised  its  land  as  a 
divine  inheritance.  The  other 
became  children  of  the  desert  and 
as  restless  as  its  evershifting  sands 
upon  which  their  tents  were 
pitched. 

From  that  day  to  the  present. 
the  home  has  been  the  chief 
characteristic  of  superior  over  in- 
ferior nations.  The  home  then  is 
more  than  a  habitation;  it  is  an 
institution  which  stands  for 
stability  and  love  in  individuals  as 
well  as  in  nations. 

A  Latter-day  Saint  who  has  no 
ambition  to  establish  a  home  and 
give  it  permanency  has  not  a  full 
conception  of  a  sacred  duty  the 
Gospel  imposes  upon  him.  It  may 
be  necessary  at  times  to  change 
our  abode,  but  a  change  should 
never  be  made  for  light  or  trivial 
reasons,  or  to  satisfy  a  restless 
spirit.    (Juvenile  Instructor.) 


Most  potent  in  influencing  child 
life  is  the  home.  Upon  the 
parents    the    Lord    has    directly 


placed  the  responsibility  of  teach- 
ing their  children. 

The  character  of  a  child  is 
formed  largely  during  the  first 
twelve  years  of  his  life.  It  is  esti- 
mated that  in  that  period  a  child 
spends  approximately  3,200  hours 
in  school:  416  hours  in  Sunday 
School  and  Church;  but  52,000 
hours  in  the  home,  not  counting 
twelve  hours  a  day  for  sleep. 

In  other  words,  he  spends  sixteen 
times  as  many  waking  hours  in  the 
home  as  in  school  and  126  times  as 
many  hours  in  the  home  as  in 
Church.  Therefore,  these  children 
go  out  into  the  world  with  the 
stamp  of  these  homes  upon  them, 
and  only  as  the  homes  are  what 
they  should  be,  will  children  Le 
what  they  should  be. 

Luther  Burbank  likened  training 
a  child  to  the  training  of  a  plant, 
but  we  are  dealing  with  something 
far  more  precious  than  a  plant,  the 
precious  soul  of  a  child. 

Parents  who  do  not  know  where 
their  children  are  at  night  are 
recreant  to  the  sacred  obligation  of 
parenthood,  and  untrue  to  the 
high  ideals  of  the  Church  regard- 
ing home  life. 

Do  not  say  in  your  minds  that 
that  is  impossible.  Just  go  back 
to  your  own  homes  and  the  care 
that  you  know  your  father  and 
mother  had  regarding  you.  (taken 
from  General  Conference,  notes).

IDEAL 


HOME 


MORE  and  more  it  is  realized 
that  to  succeed  in  the  train- 
ing of  children,  the  home 
in  which  they  shall  receive  their 
primary  impressions  must  be  ideal. 
Their  education  in  practical  reli- 
gion, and  in  the  principles  of  the 
Gospel,  may  no  more  be  left  to 
chance  than  their  development  in 
grammar  and  mathematics,  if  we 
would  have  them  proficient.  Neither 
must  it  be  left  entirely  to  our  pub- 
lic institutions — the  schools  and 
the  auxiliary  and  priesthood 
organizations  of  the  Church — no 
matter  how  excellent  these  may  be. 

The  home,  which  is  the  most 
important  factor  in  ethical  train- 
ing, must  bear  its  proper  burden 
in  this  labour,  to  insure  results 
that  will  reflect  credit  upon  the 
community,  and  at  the  same  time 
guarantee  to  the  rising  generation 
that  legacy  of  thorough  discipline 
to  which  they  are  entitled. 

It  is  encouraging  and  commen- 
dable, therefore,  to  note,  that 
Church  workers  are  seeking  to 
awaken  parents  to  the  importance 
of  home  influences  in  the  training 
of  children.  It  is  in  harmony  with 
the  commandments  of  the  Lord  to 
the  Latter-day  Saints,  wherein 
they  are  instructed  to  teach  their 
children  faith  in  Jesus  Christ,  the 
Son  of  the  Living  God,  baptism, 
the  gift  of  the  Holy  Ghost,  to  pray 
and  to  walk  uprightly  before  the 
Lord. 

What  is  an  ideal  home?  It  seems 
that  there  is  a  great  elasticity  to 
the  sentiment — ideal  home.  It  is 
not  clear  what  is  meant  by  the 
term;  at  least,  there  are  a  variety 
of  opinions  upon  the  subject  and 
these  opinions  differ  almost  as  men 
differ  in  disposition. 

Let   me   illustrate   my   meaning. 


Here  is  one  ideal;  an  immense 
mansion,  containing  billiard  hall, 
ballroom,  and  every  modern  con- 
venience and  ajunct  for  pleasure 
and  a  good  time.  The  man  is 
dressed  in  costly  raiment,  cut  in 
the  latest  fashion:  his  wife,  clad 
in  rich  silks  and  satins,  pets  a 
poodle;  the  three  are  the  family. 
Their  home  is  childless — merely  a 
social  resort;  and  yet  to  them  it  is 
ideal,  for  their  lives  are  spent  in 
luxurious  pleasure  and  social  en- 
joyment. 

But  here  is  another:  These 
people  consider  wealth  the  essential 
to  a  happy  home.  It  is  paramount, 
and  without  it  there  could  be  no 
ideal  home.  But  they  go  a  step 
farther  in  the  matter  of  family, 
and  reach  out  beyond  the  poodle 
to  one  or  two  children.  That  is  as 
great  a  burden  as  they  care  to 
bear.  Aside  from  the  nurture  of 
these,  their  time  is  principally 
devoted  to  social  enjoyment.  They 
also  go  one  step  farther  and 
believe  in  certain  forms  of  reli- 
gion, a  feature  entirely  foreign  to 
the  first  class,  who  neither  feels 
the  need  of  devotion,  nor  believes 
the  efficacy  of  any  power  but  gold. 

Then  we  may  see  yet  a  third 
class  with  their  ideal:  These  en- 
large upon  the  second  somewhat 
and  believe  training  is  delegated  to 
nurses,  servants  and  other  em- 
ployed help.  The  ambition  of  the 
husband  and  wife  to  enjoy  to  the 
full,  every  worldly  pleasure — the 
luxuries  and  ease  of  life,  foregoing 
its  responsibilities  and  setting  aside 
as  of  little  or  no  consequences  its 
spiritual  essentials.  Such  is  their 
ideal  home. 

Passing  from  the  wealthy  classes, 
there  are  the  more  modest  homes, 
yet  differing  as  largely  in  ideals. 
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Men  and  women  seek  their  ideals 
in    various    ways.     Each    has    an 
ambition:   to  increase  the  acreage 
of    the    farm,    to    add   fifty  more 
animals  to  their  herd,  to  build  a 
house,  to  fence  a  farm,  to  secure 
a  suburban  home  with  the  monthly 
savings,  to  have   the   home   neat, 
tidy,  well-furnished. 

To  these  might  be  added  a 
thousand  other  ambitions,  all  of 
which  may  be  necessary,  it  is  true, 
but  still  should  scarcely  be  classed 
essentials  to  the  ideal  home.  These 
classes  generally  have  large  fami- 
lies, but  it  can  scarcely  be  truth- 
fully said  that  the  children  con- 
stitute a  part  of  their  ideal.  They 
are  often  left  to  themselves  to  seek 
their  own  companionship  .  Their 
training,  while  not  delegated  to 
hired  help,  is  largely  left  to 
chance;  their  likes  and  dislikes  are 
seldom  studied;  they  are  permitted 
to  form  tastes  and  habits  as  they 
please;  their  religious  education  is 
gladly  transferred  from  father  and 
mother  to  the  public  workers  and 
institutions.  The  ideal  home  of 
these  people  includes  many  good 
things,  but  among  them  is  seldom 
the  spiritual,  the  essential,  training 
of  their  children  by  the  parents. 

Reflecting  further,  I  thought, 
what  then  is  an  ideal  home — a 
model  home  such  as  it  should  be 
the  ambition  of  the  Latter-day 
Saints  to  build,  such  as  a  young 
man  starting  out  in  life  would  wish 
to  erect  for  himself?  And  the 
answer  came  to  me:  It  is  one  in 
which  all  worldly  considerations 
are  secondary.  One  in  which  the 
father  is  devoted  to  the  family 
with  which  God  has  blessed  him, 
counting  them  of  first  importance, 
and  in  which  they,  in  turn,  permit 
him  to  live  in  their  hearts.  One  in 
which  there  is  confidence,  union, 
love,  sacred  devotion  between 
father  and  mother,  and  children 
and  parents. 

One  in  which  the  mother  takes 
every  pleasure  in  her  children, 
supported  by  the  father — all  being 
moral,  pure,  God-fearing.  As  the 
tree  is  judged  by  its  fruit,  so  also 
do  we  judge  the  home  by  the 
children. 


In  the  ideal  home,  true  parents 
rear  loving,  thoughtful  children, 
loyal  to  death,  to  father  and 
mother  and  home!  In  it  there  is 
the  religious  spirit,  for  both  parents 
and  children  have  faith  in  God, 
and  their  practices  are  in  confor- 
mity with  that  faith.  The  mem- 
bers are  free  from  the  vices  and 
contaminations  of  the  world,  are 
pure  in  morals,  having  upright 
hearts  beyond  bribes  and  tempta- 
tions, ranging  high  in  the  exalted 
standards  of  manhood  and  woman- 
hood. Peace,  order,  and  content- 
ment reign  in  the  hearts  of  the 
inmates,  let  them  be  rich  or  poor, 
in  things  material.  There  are  no 
vain  regrets;  no  expressions  of 
discontent  against  father,  from 
the  boys  and  girls,  in  which  they 
complain;  "If  we  only  had  this  or 
that,  or  were  like  this  family  or 
that,  or  could  do  like  so  and  so!" — 
complaints  that  have  caused 
fathers  many  uncertain  steps,  dim 
eyes,  restless  nights  and  untold 
anxiety. 


In  their  place  is  the  loving 
thoughtfulness  to  mother  and 
father  by  which  the  boys  and  girls 
work  with  a  will  and  a  determina- 
tion to  carry  some  of  the  burden 
that  the  parents  have  staggered 
under  these  many  years.  There 
is  the  kiss  for  mother,  the  caress 
for  father,  the  thought  that  they 
have  sacrificed  their  own  hopes  and 
ambitions,  their  strength,  even  life 
itself  to  their  children — there  is 
gratitude  in  payment  for  all  that 
has  been  given  them. 

In  the  ideal  home,  the  soul  is 
not  starved,  neither  are  the 
growth  and  expansion  of  the  finer 
sentiments  paralyzed,  for  the  coarse 
and  sensual  pleasures.  The  main 
aim   is   not   to  heap   up   material

Our  Home

AS  I  have  contemplated  the 
theme  for  this  month's  C.S.M., 
my  thoughts  have  repeatedly 
bridged  the  years  and  returned  to 
that  home,  to  build  one  of  my  own. 
been  quite  a  few  years  since  I  left 
the  home  of  my  parents.  It  has 
but  the  experiences  shared  with 
my  twelve  brothers  and  sisters 
have  never  ceased  to  influence  and 
guide  my  life. 

It  seems  to  me  as  I  look  back, 
that  everything  that  is  good  and 
lovely  and  worthwhile  was  made  a 
part  of  our  home  life. 

I  pay  tribute  to  my  dear  parents, 
for  it  was  they  who  created  and 
built,  and  gave  of  their  very  lives 
to  establish  in  the  hearts  of  their 
children  patterns  and  guideposts 
through  which  they  too  might 
build. 

Life  has  a  way  of  moving  onward 
and  where  a  few  years  ago  our 
home  was  a  beehive  of  activity 
with  a  dozen  and  one  mouths  to 
feed  and  backs  to  clothe,  now 
only  father  remains,  mother  hav- 
ing passed  away  only  a  few  weeks 
ago. 

*        *        * 

Yes,  things  have  changed; 
physically  the  old  home  will  not  be 
quite  the  same  with  mother  gone, 
yet,  I  have  a  conviction  that 
home  is  eternal.  It  does  not  die, 
nor  does  it  change;  the  spiritual 
significance  and  blessings  live  on 
and  on.  A  home  is  a  part  of  our 
eternal  heritage,  it  has  its  pattern 
in  the  Heavens  and  God  has  placed 
it  first  in  all  of  life's  experiences. 
Yes,  a  home  is  more  than  a  house; 
a   home  comprehends   the  loftiest 


and  most  beautiful  expressions  of 
our  lives.  It  comprehends  love, 
companionship,  unselfishness  and 
sacrifice.  It  comprehends,  a  hus- 
band and  wife,  a  family  and  a 
posterity. 


There  is  so  much  of  the  spiritual 
associated  with  home,  that  men  all 
down  through  the  ages  have  pro- 
claimed their  faith  in  the  eternal 
nature  of  family  ties.  It  was  so  in 
the  beginning  for  we  read:  "So 
God  created  man  in  his  own  image, 
in  the  image  of  God  created  he 
him;  male  and  female  created  he 
them  .....  and  they  twain  shall 
be  one  flesh  ....  What  therefore 
God  hath  joined  together  let  not 
man  put  asunder". 

This  is  an  eternal  covenant  and 
when  consumated  by  God,  through 
His  Holy  Priesthood,  it  cannot  be 
broken  except  only  if  we  ourselves 
forsake  and  break  the  bond  that 
binds  it. 


When  asked  the  question,  "What 
is  a  home  in  the  sight  of  God?", 
President  Stephen  L.  Richards  re- 
plied, "Home  is  a  divinely 
appointed  institution  in  which  a 
servant    and    handmaiden   of    the 
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Lord  prepare  themselves,  in  right- 
eousness, to  receive  chosen  spirits 
coming  from  our  Eternal  Father, 
and  give  them  bodies  in  the  flesh 
for  mortal  probation  and  then 
undertake  with  all  the  power  at 
their  command,  to  lead  these  spirit 
children,  entrusted  to  their  care, 
back  into  the  presence  of  God 
whence  they  came." 

As  I  review  this  statement,  I  am 
conscious  of  the  fact  that  my 
noble  Father  and  Mother  had  these 
things  in  mind  when  they  started 
their  home  together.  Not  only  my 
parents,  but  thousands  of  true 
Latter-day  Saints  have  manifest 
the  same  lofty  ideals  and  thus  the 
home  is  placed  in  its  true  perspec- 
tive ...  "A  divinely  appointed  in- 
stitution". 


President  Richards  has  further 
stated,  "The  Lord  has  set  a  glorious 
reward  for  the  fulfillment  of  that 
assignment.  Not  only  has  he  made 
provision  for  surpassing  happiness 
and  joy  to  prevail  in  the  family 
among  children  and  parents  in  the 
very  sweetest  association  of  which 
we  have  record  during  mortal  life, 
but  he  has  also  given  assurance 
that  the  accomplishment  of  the 
task  assigned  to  parents  will  bring 
to  them  their  richest  and  highest 
reward  in  heaven".

I  have  always  been  greatly  im- 
pressed by  the  short  allegory  that 
has  oft  times  been  repeated  on 
'the  home'.  It  goes  something  like 
this:  "A  great  artist  decided  that 
he  would  like  to  paint  a  master 
picture.  It  was  to  be  his  greatest 
production  surpassing  anything 
that  he  had  done  before.  For  many 


days  he  pondered  over  the  subject 
that  he  would  create  and  not  find- 
ing what  he  wanted  he  decided  to 
leave  home  in  search  for  the  most 
beautiful  thing  in  the  world. 

As  he  travelled  over  the  road  he 
met  a  clergyman  and  when  asked 
to  name  the  most  beautiful  thing 
in  the  world,  the  clergyman  re- 
plied without  hesitation  .... 
'Faith'.  The  painter,  not  satisfied, 
went  on.  Finally  he  met  a  bride 
who  was  about  to  take  the  mar- 
riage vows.  She  said  to  the  artist

Children  are  like  saplings  and 
need  shaping  and  pruning  too. 
Latter-day  Saint  parents  are  in- 
deed fortunate  that  they  have 
scriptures  to  guide  them  in  the 
training  of  their  children  .  .  .  "And 
again,  inasmuch  as  parents  have 
children  in  Zion,  or  in  any  of  her 
stakes  which  are  organized,  that 
teach  them  not  to  understand  the 
doctrine  of  repentance,  faith  in 
Christ  the  Son  of  the  Living  God, 
and  of  baptism  and  the  gift  of  the 
Holy  Ghost  by  the  laying  on  of  the 
hands,  when  eight  years  old,  the 
sin  be  upon  the  heads  of  the 
parents"  (Doc  and  Cov.  68:25) 
"And  they  shall  also  teach  their 
children  to  pray  and  to  walk  up- 
rightlv  before  the  Lord"  (Doc.  and 
Cov.   68:28). 

The  authorities  of  the  church 
have  continually  stressed  that 
parents  are  responsible  for  their 
children  physically,  morally  and 
spiritually.  The  commandments 
are  focused  on  training  a  child 
spiritually  before  he  reaches  the 
years  of  accountability,  emphasi- 
zing the  vital  importance  of  those 
first  eight  years.  What  a  child 
learns  in  its  formative  years  will 
set  the  mould  for  its  character  in 
later  life  .  .  .  .  "      "The  child  is

disciples  that  unless  they  became 
as  little  children  they  could  in  no- 
wise enter  into  the  Kingdom  of 
Heaven.  Therefore,  a  child  should 
be  taught  carefully  by  his  parents 
so  that  his  faith  does  not  shrivel 
as  he  grows  older.  A  love  for  his 
Lord  and  Saviour  should  be  a  life 
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sustaining  force,  rooted  deep  in  a 
child's  soul,  never  to  perish.  He 
should  be  made  to  understand 
through  examples  of  sacrifice  and 
unselfishness  in  his  own  home 
that  tne  Saviour  died  for  him  as 
an  individual  and  he  should  realize 
the  love  Jesus  showed  in  the  aton- 
ing sacrifice. 

A  child  does  not  know  right  from 
wrong  without  being  taught.  He 
may  be  innately  good  .  .  .  his  little 
soui  is  perfect,  but  as  a  mortal  he 
must  learn  to  do  and  say  those 
things  that  are  right.  Parents  are 
usuauy  oniy  too  eager  to  tram  a 
young  child  in  its  physical  gymnas- 
tics or  mental  processes  but  too 
often  the  spiritual  outlook  is  neg- 
lected. If  a  child  is  given  tea  and 
coffee  when  young  he  does  not 
know  these  things  are  bad  for  him 
physically  and  will  retard  him 
spiritually.  The  Word  of  Wisdom 
must  be  taught  by  practice.  As  he 
grows  older,  the  reason  why  it  is 
made  clear  to  him  when  he  under- 
stands that  his  body  is  a  temple. 
A  point  often  raised  in  regard 
to  the  training  of  children  is  one 
of  'force'  versus  'free  expression'. 
As  a  Church  we  believe  in  'free 
agency'  but  this  does  not  mean 
free  license.  We  know  that  our 
Heavenly  Father  placed  us  here 
upon  the  earth  and  gave  us  free- 
dom to  choose  between  right  and 
wrong,  but  we  also  know  that  the 
first  commandment  given  to  Adam 
was  that  of  obedience  and  the 
breaking  of  that  law  brought  dire 


punishment  to  Adam  and  Eve.  So 
too  in  the  home,  there  must  be 
'do's  and  don'ts'— rules  by  which 
the  family  live  as  a  unit,  and  if 
anyone  breaks  the  rules,  a  fitting 
punishment  must  follow.  Children 
learn  quickly  to  appreciate  the 
justness  of  fairplay  as  the  authori- 
ty of  those  who  have  the  rule  over 
them. 

If   the  parents  are  able  to  love 
them  into  doing  those  things  that 
are  right,  there  will  be  little  need 
for  force. 
The  family   i-  like  a  book  —  the 

children  are  the  leaves,

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FROM  THE  PRESIDEIT'S 


IN  my  experience  among  mem- 
bers of  the  church,  I  have  not 
found  greater  faith  and  devotion 
than  here  in  South  Africa.  The 
following  excerpts  from  a  letter  re- 
received  only  a  few  days  ago,  and 
written  by  Sister  Lilian  Clark  of 
Jaggersfontein,  is  only  one  of  the 
unnumbered  evidences  that  bears 
witness  to  this. 

Not  only  does  Sister  Clark  have 
great  faith  in  the  gospel  of  Jesus 
Christ,  but  she  has  sacrificed  many 
years  of  her  life  in  an  effort  to 
hold  her  father's  family  together. 
She  has  been  an  angel  of  mercy 
to  her  loved  ones,  and  is  deserving 
of  the  richest  blessings  of  eternity, 
We  thank  Sister  Clark  for  giving 
us  such  a  lovely  testimony. 

"I  remember  while  I  was  still 
nursing,  patients  used  to  ask  me 
to  which  church  I  belonged  because 
II  was  so  different  from  the  other 
nurses.  After  telling  them,  and 
when  they  learned  I  was  a  Mor- 
mon, they  just  gasped  and  said, 
"But  you  are  such  a  nice  girl"  and 
I  would  reply,  "That's  why  I  am 
a  nice  girl,  as  you  say."  They 
would  start  thinking  while  I  was 
busy  with  my  ward  duties  and  I 
would  tell  them  about  the  church 
in  answer  to  their  questions  and 
usually  gave  them  some  tracts.  The 
Elders  always  kept  me  well  sup- 
plied with  the  various  tracts. 

The  gospel  is  so  alive  and  when 
we  live  the  teachings  we  command 
respect,  even  from  Matron:  be- 
cause I  did  not  smoke  and  drink, 
she  would  never  smoke  or  drink  in 
my  presence.  I  knew  I  dared  not 
go  on  duty  until  I  first  asked  by 
Heavenly  Father  to  go  with  me. 
I  knew  I  needed  His  spirit  with  me 
every  minute  I  was  on  duty.  I 
knew  the  sick  and  the  dying  needed 
comfort  and  courage.  It  used  to 
make  me  so  grateful  to  my 
Heavenly     Father     when     Matron 


trusted  me  to  go  out  on  cases  and 
even  more  grateful  when  beautiful 
bouquets  of  the  most  expensive 
flowers  were  sent  to  me  in  appre- 
ciation from  the  patients.  By  liv- 
ing the  gospel  it  shows  how  we 
radiate  beauty  and  loveliness  into 
other  peoples  lives. 

I'll  never  forget  one  experience  I 
had.  I  was  on  night  duty.  I  had 
made  my  rounds,  taken  over  the 
report  and  studied  the  charts.  All 
seemed  well.  I  was  just  about  to 
sit  down  for  a  while  when  all  of  a 
sudden  a  voice  whispered,  'Go  to 
number  eight  ward'.  I  grabbed 
my  torch,  hurried  in,  and  was  just 
guided  to  the  bed  for  there  were 
three  beds  in  the  ward.  On  study- 
the  little  patient  by  the  light  of 
the  torch,  I  noted  her  face  being 
a  deathly  colour  and  I  felt  her 
pulse,  which  was  variating  badly. 
I  rang  for  Matron  and  she  quickly 
rang  Doctor,  and  prepared  the 
necessary  instruments  for  removal 
of  a  strav  bit  of  tonsil  which  re- 
mained in  the  throat,  and  was 
causing  serious  internal  hemor- 
rhage. On  arrival  the  doctor  was 
dumb  struck;  the  child  was 
nearly  dead  and  Matron  could 
never  thank  me  enough  for  my 
vigilance  in  preventing  a  would-be 
death.  By  morning,  the  little  mite 
was  sitting  up  in  bed  and  calling 
out  for  some  breakfast.  I  silently 
thanked  bv  Heavenly  Father  for 
allowing  His  Holy  Spirit  to  come 
on  duty  with  me  and  giving  me  the 
guidance  I  so  much  needed. 

Yes,  President,  I  know  I  cannot 
afford  to  slacken  mv  grip  of  the 
iron  rod  for  one  single  moment. 
It's  a  wonderful  thought  to  think 
that  we  can  talk  to  our  Heavenly 
Father  and  tell  him  of  all  our 
fears  and  difficulties  and  to  know 
that  He  will  always  help.  He  is 
real  and  we  are  His  children.  May 
the  Lord  bless  you.

Explain 


the  iollowing  scripture?  "While 
Peter  yet  spake  these  words,  the 
Holy  Ghost  fell  on  all  them  which 
heard  the  word.  And  they  of  the 
circumcision  which  believed  were 
astonished,  as  many  as  came  with 
Peter,  because  that  on  the  Gentiles 
also  was  poured  out  the  gift  of  the 
Holy  Ghost.  For  they  heard  them 
speak  with  tongues,  and  magnify 
God.  Then  answered  Peter.  Can 
any  man  forbid  water,  that  these 
should  not  be  baptized,  which  have 
received  the  Holy  Ghost  as  well  as 
we?     (Acts  10:  44-47) 

It  would  seem  from  this  that 
Cornelius  and  his  household  re- 
ceived the  Gift  of  the  Holy  Chost 
before  their  baptism  which  is  con- 
trary to  church  doctrine. 
Answer : 

IT  WOULD  like  to  refer  you  to  a 
-*-  statement  made  by  the  Prophet 
Joseph  Smith;  "There  is  a  diffe- 
rence between  the  Holv  Ghost  and 
the  Gift  of  the  Holy  Ghost. 
Cornelius  received  the  Holy  Ghost 
before  he  was  baptized  which  was 
the  convincing  power  of  God  unto 
him  of  the  truth  of  the  gospel,  but 
he  could  not  receive  the  gift  of  the 
Holy  Ghost  until  after  he  was  bap- 
tized. Had  he  not  taken  this  sign 
or  ordinance  upon  him.  the  Holy 
Ghost  which  convinced  him  of  the 
truth  of  God,  would  have  left  him. 
Until  he  obeyed  these  ordinances 
and  received  the  gift  of  the  Holy 
Ghost  by  the  laying  on  of  hands, 
according  to  the  order  of  God,  he 
could  not  have  healed  the  sick  or 
commanded  an  evil  spirit  to  come 
out  of  a  man  and  it  wouli  obey 
him;  for  the  spirits  might  say  unto 
him  as  they  did  to  the  sons  of 
Sceva;  "Paul  we  know  and  Jesus 
we  know,  but  who  are  ye?"  It 
mattefeth  not  whether  we  live  long 
or  short  upon  the  earth  after  we 
come  to  the  knowledge  of  these 
principles   and  obey  them  to  tne 


end.  I  know  that  all  men  will  be 
damned  if  they  do  not  come  in  the 
way  which  he  hath  opened,  and 
this  is  the  way  marked  out  by  the 
word  of  the  Lord". 

From  this  statement  we  learn 
that  the  gift  of  the  Holy  Ghost 
will  manifsst  himself  to  anv  indi- 
vidual who  asks  for  truth  regard- 
less of  his  church  affiliation.  Moroni 
said  this;  "And  when  ye  shall  re- 
ceive these  things,  I  would  exhort 
you  that  ye  would  ask  God,  the 
Eternal  Father,  in  the  name  of 
Christ,  if  these  things  are  not  true. 
and  if  ye  shall  ask  with  a  sin- 
cere heart,  with  real  intent,  having 
faith  in  Christ,  he  will  manifest 
the  truth  of  it  unto  you.  by  the 
power  of  the  Holy  Ghost".  It  is 
quite  definite  therefore,  that  every 
man  can  receive  a  manifestation 
of  the  Holy  Ghost,  even  when  he 
is  out  of  the  church,  if  he  is 
earnestly  seeking  for  the  light  and 
for  the  truth.  The  Holy  Ghost 
will  come  and  give  the  man  the 
testimony  he  is  seeking  an-1  then 
withdraw  and  the  man  does  not

No  nooler  desire  can  enter  into 
the  heart  or  mind  of  man  than 
that  expressed  above — to  teach  a 
simple  faith,  to  testify  of  Truth, 
to  implant  in  the  hearts  of  men 
and  women  a  true  love  of  God. 
Without  these  things  dare  we  con- 
fidently face  the  future? 

It  is  my  purpose  in  writing  to 
bring  Latter-day  Saint  youth  to  a 
realization  of  their  obligation  to 
witness  unceasingly  for  Eternal 
Truth,  and  secondly  to  bear  testi- 
mony to  those  who  are  not  of  our 
faith,  who  might  come  to  read 
these  words,  with  all  the  humility 
and  sincerity  that  my  inadequacy 
can  summon,  of  the  'One  Faith, 
One  Baptism'  that  can  lead  us  back 
into  the  presence  of  God,  for'- 
strait  is  the  gate  and  narrow  the 
way'. 

I  would  ask  you,  in  commencing, 
to  weigh  carefully  the  four  state- 
ments oelow: 

1.  God  is  the  sams  yesterday,  to- 
day and  forever. 

2.  Only  TRUTH  comes  from  God. 

3.  Truth  is  the  same  yesterday, 
today  and  forever. 

4.  Two  opposing  ideas  cannot 
both  be  true.  Only  one  can  be 
true  or  both  are  false. 

Have  I  spoken  the  truth  thus 
far?  If  I  have,  then  common  sense 
says  that  only  one  Church  in 
Christendom  can  teach  the  truth 
in  it's  fulness — or  none !  Does  God 
condone  disunity?  Or  does  He  lead 
one  group  by  a  different  set  of 
'truths'  than  He  gives  another? 


Jesus  Christ  taught  the  truth  in 
it's  fulness.  His  was  a  simple  faith, 
and  those  who  followed  Him  were 
in  complete  agreement  on  all  points 
pertaining  to  His  teachings.  The 
scriptures  bear  ample  evidence  that 
He  authorized  certain  men  to  offi- 
ciate on  His  behalf,  in  preaching 
the  gospel  and  performing  the  or- 
dinances of  salvation  and  exalt- 
ation. If  we  had  tried  in  the  time 
of  our  Saviour  and  desired  to  ren- 
der  obedience    to    His    teachings. 


would  we  have  gone  to  Caesar  to  be 
baptised,  or  to  someone  whom 
Christ  had  not  called,  even  if  he 
taught  most  of  the  principles  of  the 
gospel?  Those  who  taught  not  ac- 
cording to  His  word  would  certainly 
not  be  authorized  to  minister  in 
His  name.  The  scriptures  tell  us 
that  unless  a  man  is  called  of  God 
as  was  Aaron  (by  the  laying  on  of 
hands  by  those  in  authority),  he 
may  not  minister  in  the  name  of 
Christ.  The  true  followers  of  Christ 
will  recognize  only  claims  to 
authority  thus  received,  for  God's 
ways  are  ways  of  reason  and  organ- 
ization, and  He  is  not  the  author 
of  confusion! 

Today  men  recognize  almost  any 
claim  to  the  ministry  without  se- 
cond   thought,   and   this   does   not 
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bear  out  their  claims  to  be  followers 
of  Christ,  who  taught  only  one  way 
for  authority  to  be  received.  At 
this  point  I  would  ask  that  you 
reconsider  the  four  statements 
made  above  and  then  face  the  fact 
that  Christianity  is  not  of  'one 
faith'  today. 

We  Latter-day  Saints,  as  indivi- 
duals, certainly  do  not  pretend  to 
have  the  right  to  privately  inter- 
pret the  scriptures.  No  man,  un- 
less he  is  called  of  God  to  lead  his 
childem  on  earth,  can  speak  for 
God.  Unless  Christians  realize 
that  only  our  Father  in  Heaven 
can  guide  the  affairs  of  His 
Church,  and  this  can  only  be 
done  by  revelation,  they  can- 
not profess  to  follow  the  scrip- 
tures, which  bear  ample  evidence 
of  this  fact.  Moses  and  other  great 
prophets  spoke  in  the  name  of  God, 
but  only  because  they  were  chosen 
of  Him. 


ploy  the  same  means  to  lead  His 
children  in  the  paths  of  truth.  He 
will  again  raise  a  prophet. 

My  solemn  witness,  and  the  wit- 
ness of  thousands  of  Latter-day 
Saints  throughout  the  world,  is 
that,  in  accordance  with  old  and 
new  Testament  prophecies,  there 
has  been  a  falling  away  from  the 
teachings  of  Christ  in  their  ful- 
ness. The  only  hope  for  mankind 
lies  in  the  fulfillment  of  scriptures 
which  tell  of  a  restoration  of  the 
Gospel  in  its  fulness,  with  direct 
authority  again  bestowed  on  right- 
eous men  whom  the  Lord  chooses 
to  reveal  Himself  to.  The  need  for 
direct  revelation  is  imperative,  and 
without  it  we  shall  "run  to  and  fro.' 
'as  blind  leaders  of  the  blind'  and 
'we  shall  perish'. 

I  further  witness  that  these  pro- 
prophecies  have  been  fulfilled  in  a 
wonderful  way.  God  has  again 
spoken,  He  has  again  raised  a  pro- 
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It  is  written,  "Ye  have  not  chosen 
me,  but  I  have  chosen  you  and 
ordained  you".  We  dare  not  take 
upon  ourselves  the  right  to  minister 
but  must  wait  until  we  are  called 
as  was  Aaron,  by  Revelation.  God 
has  in  times  past  raised  prophets 
for  the  purpose  of  leading  his  peo- 
ple, and  when  he  did  not  reveal 
himself  there  were  contentions  and 
strife  and  disunity,  as  there  is 
whenever  men  deny  the  right  God 
has  to  speak.  Contrary  to  state- 
ments sometimes  made,  where  a 
certain  passage  of  scripture  is  used 
as  Droof,  the  Bible  is  not  the  end 
of  God's  word  to  man.  He  speaks 
if  we  will  but  listen,  and  the 
Bible  prophesies  that  he  will 
speak  in  the  future.  God  is 
the  same  yesterday,  today  and 
forever  and    he    will    surely    em-

DURING  a  Sunday  evening  ser- 
vice, 27th  April  1958,  Presi- 
dent Glen  G.  Fisher  presented 
graduation  certificates  to  21  mem- 
bers of  the  Mowbray  Branch,  who 
had  taken  the  eleven  week  Genea- 
logical Workshop  course. 

At  this  time  we  make  special 
recognition  of  this  group  for  it  is 
the  first  graduation  of  a  Genea- 
logical Workshop  in  the  South 
African  Mission. 

This  group  was  headed  by  Sister 
Edith  Wiid,  Genealogical  Super- 
visor of  the  mission;  with  her  out- 
standing leadership  every  member 
of  her  class  graduated,  and  all 
express  their  appreciation  for  the 
valuable  help  she  gave.

historical  information,  photographs 
of  ancestors  and  our  relationship. 
The  course  stimulates  interest  and 


activity  on  behalf  of  our  relatives 
and  sets  us  upon  the  right  path  of 
genealogical  research. 

It  is  our  prayer  that  there  will 
be  more  of  these  workshops  in  the 
months  to  come  and  that  this 
graduating  group  will  be  an  inspira- 
tion to  you.

have  a  claim  upon  another  visit  or 
constant  visits  and  manifestations 
from  him. 

He  may  have  cons  ant  guidance 
of  the  other  spirit,  the  spirit  of 
Christ.  Every  man  may  receive 
such  a  manifestation  from  the 
Holy  Ghost  when  he  is  seeking  for 
truth,  but  not  the  power  to  call 
upon  the  Holy  Ghost  whenever  he 
feels  he  needs  the  help,  as  does  a 
man  who  is  a  member  of  the 
church  of  Jesus  Christ  and  has  had 
the  laying  on  of  hands  for  the 
reception  of  the  Holy  Ghost. 

Joseph  Fielding  Smith  has 
further  proclaimed;  "We  may  after 
baptism  and  confirmation  become 
cmpanions  of  the  Holy  Ghost, 
who  will  teach  us  the  ways  of  the 
Lord,  quicken  our  minds  and  help 
us  to  understand  the  truth.  The 
people  of  the  world  do  not  receive 
the  gift  of  the  Holy  Ghost.  Joseph 
Smith  did  not  have  the  gift  of  the 
Holy  Ghost  at  the  time  of  the  first 
vision  but  he  was  overshadowed 
by  the  Holy  Ghost,  otherwise  he 
could  not  have  beheld  the  Father. 

Perhaps  a  few  statements  from 
the  writings  of  President  Joseph 
F.  Smith  will  be  helpful,  "What  is 
the  Gift  of  the  Holy  Ghost? 
Nothing   more   nor   less   than   the 


riiht  to  the  companionship  of  the 
Holy  Ghost.  He  does  not  have  to 
dwell  with  us  constantly.  This 
man  here,  another  one  over  there, 
and  a  man  over  in  England  are 
confirmed  members  of  tee  church. 
The  question  arjses,  how  can  the 
Holy  Ghost  be  with  them  all  at  the 
same  time.  He  does  not  have  to  be, 
but  the  power  of  the  Holy  Ghost  is 
such  that  it  can  be  manifest  in 
every  place  at  the  same  moment  of 
time.  Tiie  Holy  Ghost  as  a  peiso- 
nage  of  spiiic  can  no  more  be 
omnipresent  in  person  than  can  the 
Father  and  the  Son.  but  by  his 
intelligence,  his  knowledge,  his 
power  and  influence,  over  and 
through  the  laws  of  nature,  he  is 
and  can  be  omipresent  throughout 
all  the  works  of  God.  Thus  when 
it  becomes  necessary  to  speak  to  us, 
he  is  able  to  do  so  by  acting 
through  the  other  spirit,  that  is, 
through  the  light  of  Christ." 

If  you  compare  the  above  state- 
ments with  the  scriptural  evidence 
that  we  have,  that  the  laying  on 
of  hands  is  essential  to  receive  the 
gift  of  the  Holy  Ghost  and  further 
differentiate  between  the  Holy 
Ghost  and  Gift  of  the  Holy  Ghost, 
the  experience  of  Cornelius  and  his 
household  is  not  in  any  way  con- 
trary to  the  teachings  of  the 
church. 


JUST  A   FEW   WORDS

I  WONDER  whether  the  editors 
of  the  "Cumorah  Southern 
Messenger"  will  allow  me  to  write 
a  few  words  about  my  association, 
as  an  Architect,  with  the  Church 
of  Jesus  Christ  of  Latter-day 
Saints. 

My  first  contact  with  Mormons 
was  on  the  Pretoria  road,  some 
years  ago  when  my  wife  and  I  gave 
a  lift  to  two  young  men.  They 
were  Mormon  missionaries.  Ever 
since  that  day,  when  ever  your 
chui-ch  needed  architectural  advice, 
they  have  consulted  my  firm. 

The  outward  result  was  a  church 
at  Springs,  then  one  at  Durban, 
and  recently,  Ramah.  The  inward 
result  was  that  I  got  to  know  mem- 
bers of  your  church  and,  being  a 
Quaker,  this  inward  contact  was 
extremely  important  to  me. 


As  we  met  your  committees  and 
stood  at  my  drawing-board  discus- 
sing matters  of  planning  and  con- 
struction, I  began  to  sense  some 
of  the  principles  which  underlay 
your  wishes  about  accomodation 
and  procedure.  I  always  looked 
forward  to  these  talks  and  the  time 
usually  sufficient  for  interviews  be- 
tween client  and  architect  was 
often  far  exceeded  as  we  talked  of 
the  "things  of  the  Spirit". 

I  want  to  record  my  gratitude 
for  these  talks  and  my  regret  that 
the  occasion  for  them  has  come  to 
an  end.  As  my  knowledge  of  Mor- 
monism  increased,  so  did  my  ad- 
miration. It  has  given  me  an  in- 
vigorating vision  of  a  church  whose 
members,  while  being  well-equipped 
to  take  their  places  in  this  world, 
are  looking  forward  with  unques- 
tioned certainly  to  the  time  when 
"the  kingdoms  of  this  world  shall 
become  the  Kingdom  of  our  God.  I 
also  have  this  certaintv." 
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'The  only  way  to  improve  man- 
kind is  to  be  something  to  inspire 
them'.

Accepting  Oneself 


WE  are  constantly  reminded  of 
th°  difficulty  people  have  in 
living  with  each  other.  War  and 
the  divorce  rate  are  evidence 
enough  of  this  fact.  In  school, 
business  and  even  in  the  Church 
we  permit  personal  animosities  to 
stand  in  the  way  of  our  common 
purposes. 

As  difficult  as  it  is  to  live  with 
others,  often  it  is  more  difficult  to 
live  with  oneself.  In  fact,  one 
reason  we  cannot  live  happily  with 
our  fellowmen  is  that  we  have 
made  no  peace  with  ourselves.  The 


other  day  a  girl  came  into  our 
office  and  said,  among  other  things. 
"I  feel  sorry  for  myself  most  of  the 
time.  I  waste  half  my  time  in 
self-pity.  I  feel  like  running  away 
from  myself.  Because  of  this.  I 
also  shy  away  from  other  people, 
hide  in  a  corner,  eat  my  lunch 
alone.  How  can  I  shake  this  feel- 
ing of  self-rejection?" 

Most  of  us  accept  ourselves  with 
difficulty.  Though  we  do  not  suffer 
from  self  effacement  in  the  same 
degree  as  this  girl,  we  too  waste 
our  strength  for  the  battle  of  life 
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by  fighting  ourselves.  This  is  not 
good  living.  Self  criticism,  even 
regret  and  recognition  of  limita- 
tions and  sins  have  their  place, 
but  not  self-pity  and  rejection. 

Everyone  might,  therefore,  seek 
as  a  'worthy  goal  in  life  to  accept 
himself.  One  should  love  himself 
in  the  best  sense  of  the  word  that 
he  might  know  how  to  love  others. 
He  should  have  faith  in  himself 
that  he  might  have  faith  in  others. 

HUMILITY  means  to  feel  one's 
dependence  on  God.  The 
humble  person  is  teachable.  He 
seeks  guidance  of  his  Heavenly 
Father.  He  also  listens  to  the 
experience  and  thinking  of  his 
fellowmen.  He  keeps  alive  his 
child-like  curiosity,  his  eagerness  to 
learn  and  to  adjust  his  own  life  to 
God,  to  truth,  and  to  the  well-being 
of  all  men. 
A  truly  humble  person   cannot, 


therefore,  be  too  involved  in  self- 
concern.  Like  a  happy  child,  he 
should  feel  sincere  and  natural  and 
be  free  and  spontaneous  in  his 
behaviour.  Of  course  he  will  be 
courteous  and  respectful,  cultivate 
propriety  and  observe  morality,  but 
he  will  be  largely  free  of  inhibition 
due  to  exaggerated  self-interest. 

Humility  is  often  confused  with 
self-concern.  When  a  person 
suffers  stage  fright,  is  that  evi- 
dence of  humility  or  lack  of 
humility?  We  think  it  is  not  proof 
of  humility.  He  is  afraid  because 
he  is  worried  about  himself,  about 
his  reputation  with  others. 

Let  every  person  come  to  terms 
with  himself — learn  to  understand 
and  accept  himself  for  what  he  is. 
Then  he  will  be  in  a  position  to 
improve  himself,  enrich  his  own 
life  and  the  lives  of  other.  This  is 
one  of  the  most  difficult  of  all 
goals  to  attain.
